Thursday, 
which was about an average day, there 
were 45. The lost advertisements in- 
variably predominate, ‘partly because 
the persons who lose articles often give 
their addresses and the finder is not put 
to the necessity of advertising for the

owner, 

The column makes interesting read- 
ing, even for those who haven't lost or 
found anything. <A vein of what the 
novelists call ‘human interest” runs 
through it. Back of the few lines tell- 
ing of the absence of a fox terrier may 
be’ the aching hearts of little play- 
mates. Often the loser is willing to pay 
as a reward more than the intrinsic 
value to the finder of the article lost, 
because of some sentimental attach- 
ment for it. 

When an article is found and left 
with the bureau, the finder receives a 
check. If the loser calls he is told the 
name of the finder, and if he identifies 
the property he returns to the Post-Dis- 
patch with -the finder’s check and 
claims it. 

In this way the bureau avoids the 


possibility of an error in giving out ar- 
ticles to fraudulent or mistaken claim-

He was 
in East St. Louis when he missed the 
book, and hurried straight to the 
Post-Dispatch bureau. “He entered the 
Office breathlessly and began dictat- 
ing an advertisement to a bureau 
stenographer. When he finished he 
was told it wouldn’t be necessary to 
insert the ad, because the book was 
already in the office. 
The book contained Watson's sales 
for several days, and it was the only 
record he had of them. If he had not 
found it he would have been the loser 
to the extent of the commission those 
Sales represented.

ACCUSED OF FRAUD 


Southerners Ask Officials to 
Bar New York Concern 
From the Mails. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Birfeau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Efforts are 
being made by the cotton growers of 
the South to have the Postoffice De- 
partment issue a fraud order against 
the New York Cotton Exchange and 
forbid it the use of the mails. 
The matter will be brought to the at- 
tention of the department officials 
within a short time. A joint committee 
of the Southern Cotton Growers’ Pro- 
tective Association, of which Harvie 
Jordan of Atlanta is pres,dent 
and the Co-operative Farmers’ Educa- 
tional Union, with a membership of 
8,000,000, is now drawing up the charges. 
_ Representative Lon Livingston of 
Georgia recently called the attention of

the. Department of Agriculture to what 
asserted to be gross irregularities. 
Secretary Wilson was told that because 
of the practice of the Cotton Exchange 
had been tost to the cotton 
growers of the South in a single year. 
Mr. Wilson advised Representative Liv- 
ingston that the Department of Agri- 
culture could do nothing and that the 
only remedy lay in the Postoffice De- 
partment.

Stephen J. Gavin, a large retail dealer 
at Cass and Spring avenues, when asked | 
if there was a combination, said: 

“Yes, the Yellow Pine Manufacturers’ 
‘Association in the Victoria. Puilding is 
an organization of vellow pine manufac- 
turers covering the South and South- 
west, which includes most of the yellow 
pine belt. The assoctation really fixes 
the prices, but I don’t think that {it com- 
pels its members to sell at the prices 
furnisiicd them. 

“Of course, however, if the -associa- 
tion furnishes the members with a 
achedule of prices that they can get for 
their product, they are not likely to sell 
under those prices.

RAZY SNAKE, an Indian chief, 
C recently appeared before an in- 
vestigating committee of the Sen- 
ate which is studying Indian affairs, and 
made an eloquent plea for the old order 
of things under a previous treaty when 
the red men held land in common and 
were permitted to roam the plain and 
forest at will and live the free life 
which is attractive to them. From the 
Indian standpoint, he made a strong 
presentation of his case, He appealed 
to history to prove that all the land was 
the property of the Indian when the 
white man came; that the coming of 
Columbus was the beginning of the 
white man’s invasion, and that the In- 
dian had been systematically and ruth- 
lessly robbed ever since the evil time 
when the white man beheld this land 
and found it fair to look upon. 

This Indian spoke for the Creek Na- 
tion—the remnant of what was once a 
mighty tribe, the most powerful in the 
South except the Cherokees. The Creeks 
once occupled a large part of Alabama 
and Georgia, and they took the side 
of the English itn the Revolution. Even 
after the treaty of 178 they attempted 
raids on Nashville and Knoxville. In

TOBACCO GROWERS TO 


CARRY OWN INSURANCE 








GUTHRIE, Ky., Dec. 28. 
EMBERS of the Farmers’ Dark 
M Tobacco Protective Association 
here have taken steps to form 
an insurance company with a capital 
Stock of $200,000 to carry insurance on‘ 
tobacco warehouses“and prizing houses 
controlled by the association in the 
dark tobacco district of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 
This movement is the indirect result 
of the recent Princeton fires, since 
which some of the insurance companies 
have shown a disposition to withdraw 
policies on some warehouses in the dark 
tobacco district. 
The plan was started by citizens of 
Guthrie and has been approved by 
members of the association in the sur- 
rounding towns and county. The com- 
pany will become a part of the Dark 
Tobacco Growers’ Association, It is 
known that the plan is looked upon 


Recent Incendiary Fires in Kentucky District Cause Regular Com- 
panies to Withdraw, and Mutual Organization Will Take 
Risks, Including Entire Crop. 


The new company will not be antag- 
onistic to the insurance companies now 
doing business in the states, but will 


take up the business which many of them 
are evidently afraid to handle now. It 
is* known positively that the tobacco 
association will be willing to turn over 
to the new company the insurance of 
the entire crop of which it has control. 
his will give the new con¢ern over 
$5,000,000-in business to start with. The 
association controls at the present time 
between forty and fifty thousand hogs- 
heads of tobacco, the regulation insur- 
ance on which is $125 a hogshead. In 
addition to this there are 31 warehouses 
located in Kentucky and Tennessee and 
hundreds of prizing houses, aggregating 
in value many thousands of dollars. 

The headquarters of the new company 
will probably be located at Guthrie, 
which has been headquarters of the as- 
sociation since its organization over two 
years ago. W. E. Frazier, assistant 
general managef of the Dark Tobacco 
Association, says that officially the 
matter has not been brought before the 
association, but he thought the insur- 
ance company would be the happy so- 
lution of a vexing problem to the lead-
